{Incidents or tho IBnttlo by a 
Fodoral Soldier, 

Vivid Pictures of the Horrors of War 
Drawn by a Spectator. 

From an account of tin* bottle of Bpott- 
sylv.’inia by lliuvi*y ,S. We lls we copy nn 
follows: 

As Mich close epiart'-rs so ninny men 
. were i*tnie-k in the head, ns the result *»f 
deliherate* aim. Altheuigh to one in the* 
line it die! not se em as if ninny men were 
falling about him, lmt steadily all day 
long the* firing eif the* sluTpshexiters mc- 
coniplishod it* fatal work until the 
grountl was literally strewn with the* 
denel. The* -weatherwa* warm, the men 
ge»t tireel of lying so long in positions of 
constraint t<» their beieliis; they wnnteel 
water ami a chance t«i stretch their wear¬ 
ied limbs, ami, although knowing it was 
almost instant death, they would rise ami 
run fe»r the rear, sure to be feillowcel by a 
volley of bullets from the rclwl sharp- 
t hhooters. I never during over four years 
I of active service in the army witnessed so 
many individual nets of daring nnd fool¬ 
hardiness on the part of soldiers oa on 
this day. 

In the company which I commanded, 
out of at men who entered the fight 111 
J were killed nnd wounded, most of them 
hilled instantly, nnd half of that number 
shot in cotis'-quci cr of nets of foolhardv 
daring, uncalled for in the requirements 
<*f faithful duty. At the time I attributed 
much of this devil ni iy-cnrr spirit to the 
I whiskey in the canteens isstied to* us the 
day before. There was u drunken nrtil- 
lery officer, who rode up nnd down nlnng 
, ©ur line with gay uniform, mounted on a 
spirited horse, swinging his bat and call¬ 
ing on the men to charge, who seemed to 
• jMissesn a charmed life, for lie escaped un¬ 
harmed. The man stopped und talked 
with me a short time, with the bullets fly¬ 
ing all about him, when one of us did not 
dare poke up a finger for fear of having it 
shot off. A cap on a bayonet stuck up 
above the breast-work was sun* to be per¬ 
forated by Confederate bullets. 

When the ammunition of one caisson 
bad been exhausted it dozen men reckless- 
| ly rushed after another 1 m tween the two 
| lines and dragged it back with them 
amid n perfect hailstorm of lead. Not 
! lw» than a hundred (lead bodies lay 
close around that brass piece of artillery 
, captured from the enemy when night 
drew her sable curtain over the sanguina¬ 
ry work of the day. 

During the night the* enemy abandoned 
tin? salient, and early the next morning 
tin* Union troops could go over the scene 
of the previous day's carnage without 
fear of molestation, “Piles of deud” is 
often used as a figure of speech, but in 
the works abandoned by the Confederates 
piles of dead literally iitnl without exag¬ 
geration were lying in the compartments 
which I have previously mentioned. 

Two, three and four deep, tungh*d-iip 
with each other, bodies and limbs inter¬ 
twined, actual heaps of dead, their black 
and bloated faces upturned to the sky, in 
all iiitinni r of positions, mid tier^imposi¬ 
tion already polluting the atmosphere 
with a horrible stench. It was Mich a 
picture of w ar, hurried war, ns few peo¬ 
ple, even those who make a business of 
war, are |K?riuittcd to witness. It would 
take the pen of a Victor Hugo to faith¬ 
fully describe such a scene of death and 
carnage, such a hideous and appalling 
holocaust of liunmii life. In the woods, 
immediately in the rear of the Confeder¬ 
ate line of earth-works ouo could see the 
fearful effect of the musketry fire from 
tin- Union line. Swintou, in his history, 
says that all the trees within the range of 
tin* musketry were killed, so blighting in 
its effects was the fire of leaden bullets 
Inured into the forest in the 20 hours the 
Union trmps were ordered to never cease 
firing. 

On that morning after the battle I saw 
two Oak trees of vigorous growth, about 
18inches in diameter, that had been act¬ 
ually cut in two, gnawed off four or live 
feet front the ground by bullets fired 
from tin- Union line in front the day be¬ 
fore. This may give the reader some 
idea of the terrible fire com entnited on 
the Confederal line behind their earth¬ 
works on that never-to-lx* forgotten 12th 
of May, 1K0I, by tin* troops of the nriuv 
of the Potomac.

The Kfolminn of Himes. 

The curious process of evolution by 
which States in the Amcrirnn Union are 
made is aptly illustrated iit the caw* of i 
Dakota. It was originally apart of the 
territory- claimed-'by France, nnd styled 
New France, Ineliiditig what is now Can¬ 
ada. tlie entire Northwest, and nil the 
territory west of the Mississippi Kiver, 
throughout its entire extent from the 
frozen North to the-Huff of Mexico, As 
a consequence of tin* European xvnrs 
from 17.16 to I76J, and the defeat of 
France, that part of.Nt-w Frame now 
known ns Canada was ceded to Great 
Britain, and all west of the Mississippi 
was retied to Sjniin. In 18(H), dm in* 
tlie Xa|Kih*nnic ware, and ns a result of 
the French victories everywhere cm the 
Continent of Euro|ie, nil of the territory . 
that hail ln*i?n ceded to Spain was freed-, 
ed to Frame. In 1H0J, during the ad- 
ministration of Jefferson, the “I^misinna 
purehase,” as it was called, was effected, 
and the Uuiti-d States ln-camr the owner 
of the territory. At the time when the 
purchase of the territory was effected it 
included Ijouisinnn, Arkansas, Iowa, 
Kansas, Minnesota, .Missouri, Nebraska, 
the Indian territory, - Colored *, Idaho, 
Wyoming, Montana and Dakota, with 
shadowy claims to w hat is now Oregon 
nnd Washington. The claim of the Un¬ 
ited States to the territory west of the. 
Kooky Mountains was subsequently rati¬ 
fied by treaties with Great Britain, 
which had previously claimed the entire 
western dope and const to the north line 
of Mexico, now the north line of Ualifor- 
niH. Congress divided the territory into 
Orleans mid Louisiana in 1804. In 1812 
Orleans was admitted into the Union ns 
the State of Louisiana, and the name of ! 
Louisiana Territory was changed to Mis- | 
nouri Territory. In 1821 the State of 
Missouri was admitted to the Union, and 
Arkansas followed. After that time the 
almost boundless tract remaining was 
loosely styled the Northwest Territory. 

In 1821 all cast of the Missouri Kiver was 
organized into the Territory of Michigan. I 
In 1826 the present State of Michigan • 
came into the Union, leaving the balance j 
of tlie country a.s Wisconsin Territory, or 
“Oulskoiiwin,” ns it was then called. In ■ 
1816 and 1848 Iowa and Wisconsin wen* 
made into States, and then the balance 
of the outlying acres was called Minneso¬ 
ta Territory. In 18.18 Minnesota, with 
its present limits, came into the Union, 
and the balance of the tract was in law- 
nameless, but was called Minnesota Ter- 
j ritorv, to di.'tiiiguish it from the State of | 
the same name. In 1861 the Territory of 
Dakota, with its present boundaries, was j 
| established by act of Congress. Hucli is • 
the long process by w hich, through the 
occupation of the country for settlement, ! 
by pushing the frontiers farther away 
into the mountains and the wilderness, 
mid by the progress of civilization, Aiui r- 
I icon States are made. It is a system of 
evolution and growth possessing great 
interest for the student of polities mid 
history.

They haunt steamer 
wharves, lurk about depots, Infest ho- 
t-h, mid obtrude themselves at every 
turn when one gotts unattended on a hunt 
for new experiences. Not only Are tho 
real gill ties very frequently great rascal*, 
but their occupation Ls often falsely as¬ 
sumed, us a means of lM*guiliiig confl- 
dt-nee and lietraying to financial damage 
by the most thorough pared scoundrels, 
lienee, European guides are viewed with 
no little suspicion, ami experienced 
travellers are shy of them. Here in New 
York the guide lias been but little 
known as a professional. A sightseer 
from the West, a sensation-seek Ing 
Briton, or n clergyman on a Talmagian 
limit for iniquity, could always get a pri¬ 
vate detective to bear him company and 
give it certain measure of protection, but 
the service so rendered was looked upon 
ns outside the regular line of duty, and 
was expensive. Hat her more expensive, 
perhaps, was the readily tendered guid¬ 
ance of the well dressed nnd very nffablo 
nu n who could alwnys lw* found lounging 
nround first-class bnrroonis and hotel 
corridors, waiting to show strangers tho 
wav to “a private club of gentlemen,” as 
mi appropriate finish to nil evening of 
seeing the sights, or in daytime, to show 
where they had “just won n prize in * 
lottery.” 

But the time has come when a regular 
business is made of furnishing guides. 
An up town detective agency has mndo 
n special feature of this sort of business. 
Speaking of the new departure, the su- 
p« rinti iideiit said: 

“Wc have often, as detectives, liecn 
called upon to conduct about the city 
strangers who were desirous of seeing the 
sights—points of interest in the town 
you know—and the growing frequency 
of such requirements has led us to mnko 
a feature of it in our businest. Wc linve 
nt present, regularly employed, seven 
|mtm)H 9 - two of xvlioni arc Indira—ad¬ 
mirably (|Ua!itii*d for this service, and can 
call upon others equally capable, us oc¬ 
casion requires. It might be supposed 
that we wouhl be mostly in deinaiid to 
»tn r sightseers to and through vicious 
and disreputable places. Such, however, 
is not the fact. There is really very lit¬ 
tle of that. Strangers want to see tho 
navy y-ird, High Bridge, the greatest ele¬ 
vation of the elevated road, tlu* Central 
Park, Grant’s toinh, tlm aristocrntic res¬ 
idences, the view from the top of Field’s 
building, Castle Garden, and a thousand 
other things thnt they have heard or 
read of, mid are interested in, but of 
which New Yorkers generally know lit¬ 
tle and care less for as curiosities. Then, 
if they arc women, the strangers want to 
go shopping to our finest und most fa- 
molts store*. And tlu*)* want to go to 
places of utmiscmt nt, with our guides to 
t«-ll tin in wlmt is wort-L going to see, mid 
xx hat is proper mid what is not, and 
where they can find what they arc look¬ 
ing for. 

“Fellows who ure more or less rouitdv 
cl** nt home want to see tlie nu trcqiolitaii 
( I'-phaiit, and we enable them to do so, 
guarding them us far its possible against 
imposition or personal damage. But wo 
will not take anvbody to a gambling 
house, nor will wc undertake to atccr 
any one through the lurid sinuosities of 
a howling toot, with the accompanying 
fights and other appropriate hrlc-a-hrac 
of that nature. Our guides are not ul- 
lowrl to take commissions from store- 
keepers on sales of goods to person* they 
are taking alniiit, and will do their duty 
faithfully mid thoroughly a* a matter of 
business, at office rates, without any per¬ 
sonal presents. The price we charge for 
a guide, male or female, is 40 to 56 .*ents 
nn hour for day work, #1 a'., hour for 
night work lu-fore 12 o’clock, hud $1.30 
mi hour after 1? o’clock. All expense* 
fortraiis|>ortudon, meals, theatre tickets, 
Ac., urf, of course, borne by the |>crsoti 
engaging the M-rvicen of the guide. Our 
guides are required to dress in good stylo, 
and mixing them they speuk ffm-ntly 
seven different languages. We expect to 
do a great deni with foreigners just us 
Hoon a* our business becomes known, a* 
it will Im- among them." Aew York Hun.

SCIENTIFIC SCRAPS. 


Two French Investigator* have found 
that the germs of fermentation are not 
destroyed or perceptibly affected by a 
pressure of 5100 to 400 atmospheres con¬ 
tinued for several day*. 

Prof. Langley’s researches have led him 
to conclusions which imply that, in tho 
nbsenec of absorbing' atmosphere, tho 
earth would receive sufficient heat from 
the »un to molt nn Ice-shell nlmut 180 feet 
deep over tlie glo1>c'a entire surface. 

lie cent German researches nhow that 
the purification of natural wnters is ef¬ 
fected almost wholly by plant and animal 
agencies, the chemical action of ozone, 
peroxide of hydrogen and atmospheric 
oxygen exerting but a feeble influence. 

A German investigator, Semmola, hat 
succeeded in producing musical tones 
from n metal plate by electrifying it in¬ 
termittently from nn induction machine, 
the wires being attached to opposite sides 
of the plate and the path for tho current 
interrupted so that spark* strike across. 

I)r. Phipson, in a German scicntiflo 
journal, advocates the general use of 
sugar ns an article of diet, not simply a* 
i a pleasing addition to food. He affirms 
j that during forty years he has eaten nt 
least a quarter of a pound of sugar daily, 
mt counting sugar-forming Mihstancea 
takenurt the same time, nnd has been, 
benefited by it. 

A “black snow” which fell in 1875 
oyer an area of about fifteen by twenty 
miles in the vicinity of Holland, Mich., 
was found to contain a considerable pro¬ 
portion of dark earthy matter. This was 
subjet ted to elaborate scientific examina¬ 
tion and pronounced volcanic dust from 
some far distant crater. A dissenter 
from this view lias sought a simpler ex¬ 
planation, and has since proven that tlio 
dust came from the prairie soil a hundred 
miles to the southward. 

After a careful study of tho subject. 
Professor P. I). Penhallow concludes that 
the formation of the so-called “anuual 
rings” of growth in trees i* chiefly de¬ 
termined by whatever ojierntcs to produca 
alternating periods of physiological rest 
nail activity. In cold climates the rings 
are nn approximately correct, hut not al¬ 
ways n certain, index of age. In warm 
climates, however, the rings nro of no 
| value in this respect, as tho growth is 
j more likely to mark a period of ruinfull 
than the yearly hot period of Hummer.

The yearling mouth 
fdutWH sign* of use, aud the corner teeth 
! are shells only; nt 2 years old these teeth 
arc strong and well grown, and the cor¬ 
ner teeth filled up, A little before 3 
years the two center teeth of each jaw 
fall out ami are replaced by permanent 
teeth. A little before 4 the two teeth ou 
each side of the center teeth ure re¬ 
placed by jH*nimnent ones. A iittle .be- 
J fore* 5 tiie two remaining teeth ure shed, 
aiid in their pluce couien |H!riuuneiit 
otic*. The upper milk teeth usually fall 
out t’rst. 

Thus the mouth is completed ns to its 
front teeth; the corner tooth, however, is 
hut imperfectly developed, being ut pres¬ 
ent a shell only; this shell at 0 years old 
lus*« # filled up und is a complete tooth. 
This is the difference between a o and G- 
earold. The tushes appear between 3 1-3 
and'4 years old, und they take nearly two 
years to arrive at their full growth. 
These teeth, ns tho hone grows older, 
gi t blunter r* 1 . shorter, and sp to an e.x- 
. jicricnced judge are a sure indication of 
ugc. Up to 6 years old the mouth is in a 
distinct und periodical state of struction- 
nl change. There i« no difficulty in de¬ 
termining the ago up to that date. Af¬ 
ter that the age lnubt be judged by tho 
tJiiqH* of the inoutli and the appearnneo 
of the teeth culled the mark. At 6 years 
of ugc the cups leuvp two center teeth 
above, at 7 the next two above, ut 8 tho 
outer or corner teeth above, 
t At 1) the two center teeth iwdow Iomj 
tin* cups, at 10 the next two txdow, and 
nt 11 the outer or corner teeth below.

The Air fin. 

The air-gun is simply a pneumatic en¬ 
gine, for tlie purpose of discharging bul¬ 
lets by the c nstic forco of compressed 
air. It is not known exactly when or by 
whom it was first invented, but it war 
certainly in use in France three centuricf 
ago. It in probable that had not the 
gunpowder been discovered at so early s 
date air-gun* might have been made very 
cff. ctive. They are usually made in the 
form of musket*, having a hollow stock* 
which i* filled with compressed air from 
a force-pump. The lock i* nothing moi« 
than a valve, which ltTa into the barrel » 
part of the compressed air from the stock 
when the trigger is pulled. The gun ii 
loaded with wudding nnd bullet iu th* 
ordinary way, and the bullet is driven 
from the barrel by tlie expansive action 
of the air. The range of the gun de¬ 
pends upon its size and tho amount and 
degree of tom predion of the air. Thr 
velocity of the bullet i* proportioned to the 
squire foot of the degree of compression 
of the air. Under the pressure of fifty 
atmospheres, or 7.10 pounds, for instance, 
the .impulse given to the ball is almost 
equnl to that i*f an ordinary charge of 
guu)K>wder. Air-guns arc sometime! 
made in the form of walking sticks, *c 
they can be readily used for purposes of 
defense. Air-guns ore generally regard¬ 
ed n* somewhat unsafe, but it is not 
known thnt any law ha* ever been enact¬ 
ed against them. In the hands of inexpe. 
rfcnred or mnliciou* persona they are cap¬ 
able of doing much mischief .—Inter*

KUOS AND ATMOSPHERIC PRP.SM'nK. 

You will say that to pals An egg j 
through the narrow neck of n Dot- | 
tic is impossible, hut you arc mistaken. | 
Remove the shell from a hard boilwl egg. 
then liglit a bit of pap n r nnd drop it 
burning into the bottle. Lnv the egg thu* 
prepared on the mouth of the vessel nnd 
watch the result. 

The egg will gradually strrt. h out and 
mold it-elf to the shape of the neck; 
then it will gradually sink, and in a few 
moments drop to the bottom of the hot- ' 
tie. 

The explanation of the phenomenon it 
simple. The combustion of the paper 
has deprived the air in the bottle of a por¬ 
tion of its oxygen; a vacuum is thus pro- I 
duced, and the pressure of the atmos¬ 
phere outside forces the egg down 
through the opening. 

HOLDING WATER UPS I DR dOWN. 

It is equally the pressure of the atmos¬ 
phere which wiil enable even the least 
skilful experimenter to turn a glass full 
of water upside down without losing a 
drop, on which a sheet of paper has been 
laid. The glass is full to the brim and 
the paper must be placed on the top, care 
| being taken that no air remains between 
| the water and the paper. When turned 
upside down the entire contents of the 
glass are held in place by the pressure of 
the air in the room against the {taper. 

AN OBEDIENT COIN. 

An amusing experiment is the follow 
ing: 

| Place n foot glass on four supports, 

: each about two inches in height, which 
must in turn rest on a tabic covered with 
a table cloth, or a carpet; then throw a 
teu cent piece into the glass. The fiat 
to be performed is to make the piece 
conic out of the glass without touching 
J either. If nnv one is foolhardy enough 
to bet thnt it cannot be done he will cer¬ 
tainly lose his money. 

With the index finger scratch the cloth 
in the vicinity of the glass, and gra lually 
you will see the piece move, come out 
ami at last approach your finger. The 
! elasticity of the fabric insensibly drives 
j out the piece. Every motion of the nail 
causes a corresponding movement of the 
cloth, ami the piece is forced to yield to 
this series of motions.
